OX  THE  BEST  PRACTICABlj:  VEANS  OF  PROMOTING 
THE  BNOWI.EDGE  AND  PRACTICE  OF  UNIVERSALISM

Every  truth  is  more  or  less  valuable,  according 
10  its  tendency  to  increase  the  happiness  of  man- 
kiod,  by  improving  them  in  wisdom  and  virtue; 
and  that  theory  is  evidently  the  best  adapted  to 
our  wants,  whicli  presents  to  the  human  mind  a 
perfect  m^el  of  gixalness,  and  requires  continuul 
perseverance  in  a  cause  of  peace,  in  good  will  to- 
waid  men.  Nor  can  it  be  denied,  tliat  those  ten- 
aU  which  embrace  thesequalities,  possess  in  them* 
selves  the  must  intrinsic  merit;  and  when  these 
requirements  ate  violated  by  op|)osiies,  the  fault  is 
not  in  the  principles  thentselves,  but  in  the  profes- 
•  sed  votaries,  who  are  led  in  another  course,  by  the 
ioduence  of  some  baser  motive  at  war  with  those 
principles,  whicli  when  followed,  lead  us  in  the 
way  of  peace  and  happiness. 

Ifoiir  happiness,  as  individuals,  depends  on  our 
pence  of  mind,  and  the  exercise  of  a  spirit  of  kiiul- 
nese,  and  g(H»d  will,  then  it  must  be  evident,  that 
the  more  generally  the  principles  best  calculated 
to  produce  such  results,  are  diHused,  the  greater 
will  be  our  opportunity  to  increase  our  happiness; 
M  the  means  to  obtain  it  will  be  so  much  more 
generally  understood.  A  law,  therefore,  must  ex¬ 
ist,  which,  if  obeyed,  will  be  attended  with  present 
happiness,  as  we  can  only  enjoy  tlie  present  mo¬ 
ment;  and  this  law  must  be  ktiown  to  exist,  and 
the  consetiuencc-s  be  undcrsicHxl  and  appreciated; 
and  then,  by  some  means,  mankind  must  be  induc¬ 
ed  to  obey  that  lav;  from  choice,  I’or  when  compul¬ 
sion  is  the  cause  of  obedience,  there  must  he  misery. 
This  law  is  evidently  lovc.asthis  Is  the  only  emotion 
in  which  the  mind  cun  rest.  Nor  must  ii  he  believed 
that  this  law  is  opposed  to  the  character  of  the  law¬ 
giver,  thcrelry  opposing  the  precept  to  the  exam¬ 
ple,  and  introducing  horrible  confusion — os  often 
is  dune,  by  representing  the  Creator  as  burning 
with  vindictive  wrath  against  his  enemies,  and 
haling  a  part  of  his  creainrcs  with  nn  infinite  ha¬ 
tred,  and  at  liie  same  time  requiring  us  to  be  like 
him— to  possess  liis  sjtiiit,  to  be  god -like  and  love 
our  enemies,  and  overcome  evil  with  good;  thus 
rendering  it  impossible  to  serve  masters  so  differ- 
en*f  and  plainly  showing  that  those,  in  whose 
hearts  the  law  is,  cannot  have  the  .spirit  they  as¬ 
cribe  to  Deity,  that  is  cruelty,  tiie  etl'ect  of  haired 
and  wrath,  ilencu  the  example  must  be  in  ac 
cordance  with,  and  ns  perfect  as  the  command¬ 
ment,  and  it  must  he  known  that  “God  is  love,” 
and  that  “his  temler  mercies  are  over  all  his 
works.”  This  view  ofliis  character  shows  to  man¬ 
kind  that  those  who  arc  truly  god-like,  are  those 
who  keep  the  law;  umt  that  those  who  possess  his 
spirit,  are  those  whose  minds  lead  them  to  prac¬ 
tice  pure  benevolence.  These  are  the  ek-metits 
of  Univcrsalism,  which  teaches  the  boundless  love 
and  goodness  of  Gtsl,  and  requires  the  exercise  of 
these  principles  by  mankind.  And  this  doctrine, 
we  conceive  to  he  of  inestinmble  value  io  imfirov- 
ing  the  moral  and  intellectual  condition  of  me  hu¬ 
man  race,  and  thereby  increasing  their  hap|)iness. 

But  what  are  the  best  means  of  proimoing  the 
knowledge  and  practice  of  these  principles?  To 
inswer  this  i|ucstion,  it  becomes  necessary  to  in¬ 
quire,  what  are  the  ruling  passions  in  the  human 
mind!  These  will  be  found  to  be,  tlie  love  of 
happiness,  and  the  dread  ol  pain.  Ilappines-s  we 
ire  always  pursuing,  and  misery  wc  iiivari.'ibly 
wish  to  shun ;  and  in  our  enrieavors  to  obtain  the 
former  aad  avoid  the  latter,  we  are  invariably  di¬ 


rected  by  our  opiniyns.  For  if  an  object  that, 
when  obtained,  will  produce  pain,  is  believed  to 
be  a  S'lnrce  of  pleasure,  it  is  as  eagerly  f)llowed 
as  a  real  source  of  joy  ;  and  if  the  way  of  peace  is  i 
believed  to  he  lalrorions  and  painful,  it  is  asstudi- ' 
ously  avoided  as  a  real  evil  when  known.  But 
our  errors  cannot  change  facts,  nor  make  evil  a 
source  of  joy.  nor  giKnlness  painful,  by  believing 
them  to  be  so;  tlrough  by  this  ignorance  of  the 
truth  we  are  depriverf  of  many  joys  by  avoi.ling 
the  tree  on  which  they  grow,  and  siifTer  tl;e  mis¬ 
erable  effects  of  ercbraclng  evils,  whose  belter 
fruits  are  unknown  until  loo  late  to  avoid  them. 
Hence  the  value  of  truth  and  knowledge  are  appa¬ 
rent,  and  hence  it  may  be  seen,  that  falsehootl  never 
can  be  valuable  or  useful,  as  it  invariably  leads 
its  votaiies  in  the  practice  of  evil,  and  therefore, 
when  thus  guided,  they  seek  happiness  in  those 
objects  that  only  afford  misery,  and  shun  their  only 
real  good.  Truth,  then,  is  the  guide  to  happiness; 
and  when  mankind  are  convinced  of  this  fact,  they 
will  at  once  endeavor  to  obtain  it  in  a  pure  state. 
By  this  means  they  w’ill  be  led  to  investigate 
ji  creeds  and  opinloiis,  whicli,  otherwise,  would  have 
been  received  or  rejected  without  examination; 
and  when  once  an  examination  co.'niiicnces,  it  is 
soon  perceived  that  those  opinions  which  are  the 
source  of  present  misery,  con  not  be  true,  as  the 
same  causes  always  pnxiuce  similar  effects. — 
Therefore,  the  truth  of  such  creeds  would  secure 
the  endless  misery  of  all  who  believe  them,  audit 
is  also  discovered  tliai  those  systems  which  produce 
a  grateful  and  pious  joy  when  believed,  must  be 
founded  in  truth,  being  necessary  to  present  hap¬ 
piness,  and  consequently  the  reality  is  necessary 
to  constitute  perl'ecl  felicity. 

By  thus  teaching  that  truth  and  falsehood  pro¬ 
duce  opposite  effects,  and  that,  when  w'e  are  guid¬ 
ed  by  unerring  wisdom,  happiness  is  sure,  (lor 
‘then  wf;  invar'ably  choose  the  course  that  will  pro¬ 
duce  it,)  they  will  jierceivc  that  itiffnite  wisdom 
alone  can  devise  a  law,  obedience  to  which,  will 
continually  produce  peace  and  joy;  as  irfinite 
wisdom  alone  can  see  the  consequences  of  all  ac¬ 
tions.  Hence  such  a  law  they  will  ex[>ect  from 
infinite  GouJness,  and  when  such  a  law  is  found,  it 
will  be  at  once  esteemed  as  the  most  precious  trea- 
•sure,  and  a  willing  obedience  will  follow.  The 
command  being  g<Mid,  it  will  be  known  that  obe 
dience  can  not  produce  pain,  bnt  must  be  conge¬ 
nial  to  out  ha[»pincss;  and  that  a  contrary  act 
must  spring  from  a  contrary  cause;  and  as  wis- 
(h.mi  and  truth  always  letuf  us  in  a  course  of  hap- 
piiiess,  liie  causes  i>f'  misery  must  he  error  and 
falsehood,  or,  in  the  language  of  Scripture,  must 
spring  from  the  father  of  lies,  and  lead  us  in  a 
course  contrary  to  the  other — in  disobedience,  sin 
and  wn  ichedncs.-i. 

From  this,  mankind  may  he  convinced  of  the 
inestimable  value  of  fiod’s  laws,  maiJe  k'lown  by 
divine  revelation,  ns  they  Ic.acli  us  what  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  ir.un  never  coiiM  have  I'erfeetly  dis¬ 
covered.  The  Gosjiel  is  the  very  blessio''  we  most 
need,  and  may  he  rexirteil  lo  as  an  invariable  guide 
for  all  who  wish  t(j  discover  the  way  of  real  ciijoy- 
meiit,  and  to  prove  the  (iiver  a  kind  and  berievo- 
lent  bentfarlor.  By  this  lijht  we  view  the  L’rca-  j 
tor  as  our  friend,  wito  has  kindly  poiiued  out  tons 
wh.ll  are  our  true  iiueresis,  arid  who,  in  all  his 
|| tlispensaiions,  consults  the  good  of  his  creatures, 
jjauilis  supremely  happy  in  his  own  peifeclions. 
i| The  original  source  of  hapniiiess  bring  thus  te- 
ij  vealed,  wc  at  once  perceive  that  to  be  like  him,  or 
jjti)  possess  his^spirit,  wc  shall  enjoy  a  measure  of 
i,  the  same  felicity,  as  the  .same  combination  of 
causes,  although  in  |iro|)ortion  infinitely  less,  mgsi 


pTixiuce  the  same  effects  in  proixmion  to  our  ca¬ 
pacities.  This  view  of  our  heavenly  Father's  cha¬ 
racter,  at  onceaduptsthedoctrineorUniversalrsm, 
as  it  represents  him  happy  in  dispensing  blessings 
even  to  his  erring  children,  and  teaches  us  that 
“  he  is  kind  to  the  unthankful  and  the  evil.”  The 
belief  of  this  truth  produces  joy,  and  is  therefore 
valuable,  and  the  opposite  opinion,  as  Deity  if 
immutable,  must  be  false,  and,  like  all  other  false 
creeds,  productive  of  pain,  therefore  it  is  pernicious. 
As  we  never  choose  a  painful  and  evil  course  for 
a  good  one,  unless  we  ore  deceived,  it  follows  that 
those  who  believe  in  the  vindictive  wrath  of  their 
Creator,  are  deceived ;  and,  as  the  opinion  produ¬ 
ces  paio,  and  as  anger  is  incompatable  with  hap¬ 
piness,  it  can  not  exist  in  the  character  of  Him 
who  is  infinitely  happy.  The  plainest  arguments 
are  best,  being  most  easily  understood;  therefore, 
when  it  is  shown,  that  error  leads  us  into ’the  way 
of  pain,  mankind  will  look  upon  painful  doctrines 
as  being  founded  in  falsehorxi,  and  judging  trees 
by  tlieir  fruit,  will  reject  them ;  and  when  it  is 
known  that  truth  leads  us  to  happiness,  they  will 
seek  and  find  rest  in  thosv  consoling  opinions  that 
produce  it. 

But  is  it  not  necessary  to  teach  infinite  rewstds 
lor  obedience,  and  the  most  terrific  punishments 
for  disobedience,  that  the  mind  maybe  the  more 
powerfully  inffuenced  ?  I  answer,  no.  For,  by 
such  a  course,  confidence  in  the  lawgiver’s  im¬ 
partiality  and  gootiness  is  destroyed,  for  there 
never  can  be  an  infinite  differe.’ice  in  the  deserts 
offinitecreaturcs;  therefore  infinite  rewards  wobid 
be  partial,  and  toinffict  a  [renalty  above  the  crea¬ 
ture’s  capacity  would  be  cruelty.  Again — godd- 
nes.?  always  op|>oses  evil,  therefore  Deity  oao  not 
be  g«KKj  unless  op|H)scd  to  every  thing  which  does 
rart  result  in  good — and  endless  pain  would  net  so 
result.  Cruelty  and  tyranny,  instead  of  prodoci.ng 
a  spirit  of  subordination  and  obedience,  beget  dis¬ 
trust,  rebellion  and  hatred.  The  mind,  which  is 
the  spring  of  action,  being  thus  polluted,  disobe¬ 
dience  frdlow?,  as  the  history  of  nations  will 
show.  But  when  rewards  and  punishments  are 
seen  to  be  the  consequences  of  oor  actions,  and 
these  limited  to  our  capacities  and  finite  like  our¬ 
selves;  and  that  all  bleMings  above  the  consequent 
ces  of  virtue,  ore  the  gifts  of  God.  confidence, 
thankfulness  and  love  spring  up  in  (he  mind,  and 
obedience  follows  from  choice.  But  when  a  '^- 
ward  above  our  comprehension  is  offered,  the 
mind,  like  the  eye,  hwking  at  objects  beyond  its 
powers,  hecomes  weary  of  titecfliul,  therefore  such 
an  offer  is  useless,  for  who  can  comprehend  ir^fini- 
ly?  N«r  can  we  he  terrified  nb«»ve  our  faculties 
of  understanding  witliout  destroying  a  just  equilib¬ 
rium  of  mind  and  producing  insanity;  therefore 
the  doctrine  of  endless,  unmerciful  agony  is  perni¬ 
cious,  as  it  cither  destroys  retison,  or  pniulizes  the 
mind  that  vainly  emleavors  to  comprelier.d  it.

“lie  ye  followeis  (or  imitators)  of  God  as  dear 
children”?  Ii  is  not  possible.  Both  of  these  re- 
(jiiirements  cannot  he  obeyed.  IfGcal  is  “over¬ 
come  of  evil,”  we  ran  not  he  imitators  of  him,  if 
we  “  nverc«»me  evil  with  goo<I.” 

On  the  other  hand,  to  maintain  that  God  will, 
througli  the  influence  of  his  love,  siiltdiie  the  evil 
dispositions  and  passions  of  the  wicked,  and  render 
them  obedient,  righteoesand  happy,  is  tantamount 
to  the  deelaration  that  he  will  “overcome  evil 
with  good.”  If  the  Deity  pursues  this  course,  we 
may  lioth  imitate  him,  and  obey  the  requirements 
of  the  text :  “  Be  not  overcome  of  evil ;  but  over- 
coii'C  evil  with  giHid.”  la  this  view  of  the  sub- 
ji'ct,  we  may  uii<lersland  the  language  ofour  Sa- 
viom:  “  Ve  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said, 
'I’hou  shall  love  iby  neighbor  ami  hate  thine  ene¬ 
my  :  but  1  say  unto  you.  lf»ve  your  enemies,  bless 
ihetn  that  curse  you,  do  giMid  to  them  that  hate 
you,  and  pray  liir  them  which  desp'iiefully  use 
you,  and  persecute  you  ;  that  you  mny  be  the 
children  (tliaraeieristically  so)  of  your  Father 
wliieli  is  in  heaven.”  Here  it  is  plainly  asscrle 
that  by  doing  gisxl  for  evil,  we  become  character¬ 
istically  the  children  of  the  supreme  Being;  or, 
in  Ollier  wtirds,  that  we  become  imitators  of  bis 
ctiaraclcr. 

One  question  more.  How  can  any  system  of 
religion  he  true,  which  asitrihes  to  the  Deify,  a 
character  which,  if  universally  iinil.iied  by  man, 
would  not  only  cause  him  to  indulge  continually 
the  basest  passions  of  human  nature,  and  render 
the  earth  n  iierfccl  pandemonium;  but  also  com¬ 
pel  him  to  violate  the  plainest  moral  precepts  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ?  A  due  ronsideration  of 
this  subject  by  ibose  who  advocate  the  popular- 
doctrines  of  the  Christian  church,  would  convince 
them  of  their  errors,  and  bring  them  to  a  “  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  truth.”
